Lobelias,  the  little  favorites 
among  bedding  plants,  have 
been  represented  up  to  the 
present  with  2  colors  only, 
either  blue  of  different  shades 
or  red  with  more  or  less  white 
eye.  Ingenuity  and  skill  of 
the  grower  now  offer  at  one 
time  two  threecolored  Lobelias 
and  it  is  quite  certain ,  that 
these  two  gay  colored  birds 
soon  will  find  the  public  fancy.

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Ostrich-feather  Aster, 
bright  rose. 

The  white  Ostrich  feather  Aster,  wlnch  lias  been  int.ro- 
duced  a  few  years  ago,  has  proved  to  be  one  of  onr  most 
valuable  Asters  and  is  widely  distributed  since.  Even 
the  imitation  of  inferior  value  linder  the  name  „Hohen- 
zollern  Aster“,  which  was  introduced  a  year  later,  could 
not  prevent  the  extensive  cultivation  of  the  Ostrich-feather 
Aster.  As  a  further  new  color  of  the  assortment  this 
year  can  be  added  the  Ostrich-feather  Aster  „bright  rose“. 

As  the  flowers  of  this  novelty  are  not  at  least  behind 
their  wliiteflowering  sisters  as  regards  the  loosely  texture, 
their  long  petals  and  the  fine  candelabrum  growth  of  the 
plants,  this  new  color  is  sure  to  be  highly  appreciated  for 
any  garden  decoration  by  all  friends  of  Asters,  but 
especially  it  will  prove  indispensable  to  all  growers  of 
cutflowers. 

This  new  color  of  the  Ostrich-feather  Aster  is  now 
offered  also  by  some  other  jiart.ies,  but  any  expert  will 
be  convinced,  that  a  Superior  qnality  of  the  second  color 
may  be  expected  in  the  first  line  from  the  raiser  of  the 
first  (white)  color  only.

Reseda  odorata  maxima,  bright  red  Goliath  has  a  candelabrum  like  com¬ 
pact  growth  with  a  rieh  green  foliage,  the  flowerstalks  are  strong,  stiff  and 
erectstanding,  but  of  the  most  striking  effect  are  the  giant  trusses  of  flowers, 
which  have  sometimes  a.  length  of  7  inches  and  a  diameter  of  more  than  2 
inches  at  the  base;  the  single  flowers  arrive  a  diameter  of  up  to  half  an 
inch.  Thereby  the  color  of  the  flowers  is  a  magnificent  pure  bright  red,  by 
far  surpassing  all  other  redflowering  Mig'nonettes,  even  „Rubin“  recently 
the  best  of  its  genus.  It  is  rather  unnecessary  to  say  any  word  of  praise 
about  its  value  for  either  garden  or  pot  culture,  but  also  for  cutting  this 
Reseda  is  so  much  the  superior  of  its  dass,  as  the  flowers  last  8  to  10  days 
in  water.

The  color  is  a  pure  cream  color,  ranging 
between  white  and  yellow  without  any 
markings.  There  is  no  douht,  that  this 
new  Pansy  on  account  of  its  modern 
color  will“  be  indispensable  for  cutting 
purposes.

The  plant  forms  a  compact  branching 
bush,  without  being  inclined  to  irregulär  exuberant 
growth;  it  is  of  continuous  rieh  blooming  and  exceedingly 
suitable  for  hedding  and  pot  culture.  In  height  they 
scarcely  surpass  the  species  of  Lobelia  erinus  erecta  and 
therefore  they  can  be  planted  together  advantageously.

splendid  combination  of  co- 
lors  of  an  exceedingly  stri¬ 
king  effect  either  in  the  sun 
and  shady  positions. 

Silene  pendula  „Dwarf 
Queen“  is  very  suitable  for 
the  arrangement  of  bright 
flowering  groups.  Also  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  dwarf  and  erect 
habit  of  growth  of  the  whole 
plant,  it  is  invaluable  as  a 
bedding  plant,  for  laying  our 
figurs  and  arabesks  on  the 
lawn  and  for  borders.

The  different  species 
of  Verbenas,  as  Aubletia, 
Drummondi,  pulchella  etc.

the  varieties  of  Verbena 
hybrida.  The  above  new 
kind  differs  from  the  violet 
red  flowering  original  sort 
through  the  dazzling  white 
trussesof  flowers,  blooming 
in  uninterrupted  succession 
from  the  end  of  June  until 
late  in  autumn.  It  is  a  verv 
flne  plant  for  groups  and 
borders,  worthy  to  be  re- 
connnended.

It  belongs  to  the  half 
high  dass  of  Snapdragon 
and  its  distinguishing  fea- 
ture  from  all  similar  varie¬ 
ties  is  the  deep  blackpurple 
color,  which  is  quite  un- 
known  yet  in  such  a  purity 
and  darkness.  Especially 
the  color  of  the  palate  (the 
blownupunderlip)is  a  pure 
velvet.y  black  with  a  slight 
purple  reflex;  a  similar  co¬ 
lor,  butof  far  less  intensity, 
only  is  shown  by  the  well 
known  dark  Rose  „Souve¬ 
nir  de  William  Wood“.  The 
upper  lip  and  the  end  of 
the  underlip  are  of  a  velvety 
blackpurple,  the  purple  re¬ 
flex  being  here  more  con- 
spicuous. 

The  whole  plant  is 
equal  to  all  other  half  high 
varieties  in  height  and  habit  of  growth ;  the  narrow  steelblue  foliage 
matches  nicely  with  the  almost  black  flowers.  Owing  to  these  charac- 
teristics  this  novelty  is  a  verv  flne  counterpart  to  the  pure  white  half 
high  Snapdragon  „Queen  of  the  north“.  The  value  of  the  half  high 
and  dwarf  Antirrhinums  as  bedding  plants  is  especially  remarkable 
by  the  use  of  certain  separate  colors  and  there  is  no  doubt,  this 
novelty  will  be  suggestive  for  the  purpose.

In  beginning  to 
bloom,  the  nicely  fringed 
flowers  are  of  a  fiery  sal¬ 
mon  red,  turning  into  a 
charming  salmon  pink 
later  on  when  they  get 
over.  The  plants  grow 
about  10  to  12  inches  high 
and  produce  their  flowers 
as  profusely  as  the  Hed- 
dewigi  Pinks.

An  intensive  darkblue  new  color  of  the  pillar  shaped  or  Obelisk 
Forgetmenot,  which  has  been  introduced  a  few  years  ago  with  great 
success  and  there  is  no  doubt,  that  this  new  variety  will  achieve 
the  same  public  fancy  like  the  former  introductions:  white,  pink  and 
skyblue.  The  single  flowers  of  this  novelty  are  mueh  larger  than 
the  foregoing  and  justifying  to  the  full  this  novelty  to  be  termed  the 
first  largeflowering  pillarshaped  Forgetmenot.

Pansy  „Germania“. 

Under  this  name  comes  quite  a  new  unique  dass  of  Pansies  into 
the  trade.  Its  principal  distinguishing  features  are  the  vigorous 
sturdy  and  bushy  habit  of  growth  and  the  remarkably  large  and 
healthy  foliage.  Then  the  flowers,  which  are  borne  on  short,  strong 
stalks,  are  five  blotched  and  of  an  extraordinary  large  size;  they 
have  the  special  peculiarity,  that  the  edges  of  the  petals  are  remar¬ 
kably  fringed,  which  don’t  at  least  seem  to  flutter  abont,  lends 
the  flowers  in  addition  to  their  large  size  and  strong  texture  their 
particular  distinction.

For  Rose  pyramids, 
pillars,  garlands,  bows,  arborsand  as  single 
specimens  etc.  „Leuchtstern“  surely  — 
figure  prominently  at  any  time  and 
landscape  gardener  will  appreciate  it  as  a 
highly  valuable  stuff  for  many  purposes. 
However  this  novelty  produces  but  single 
flowers,  yet  the  magnifleent  large  Clusters 
of  flowers  are  of  a  striking  charm  and 
beauty.  The  single  flowers  of  a  beautiful 
bright  rose  with  a  large  white  eye  are  pro- 
duced  in  large  splendid  clusters,  resembling 
our  well  known  Cinerarias,  in  such  a  mar- 
vellous  profusion,  that  the  rieh  green  foliage 
is  almost  entirely  covered.  The  time  of 
flowering  begins  in  spring  and  lasts  exceptio- 
nally  long  until  the  middle  of  Summer,  even 
about  tbe  middle  of  August  the  plants  were 
partially  in  bloom.  The  novelty  has  the  growth 
and  foliage  of  Crimson  Rambler  and  has  also 
proved  to  be  quite  hardy.  Aside  of  the  above 
mentioned  variöus  adaptedness.  „Leuchtstern“ 
may  be  planted  as  a  shrub  Rose  in  combi- 
nation  with  different  fine  blooming  ornamental 
shrubs  and  will  achieve  a  wonderful  effect.

New  hardy  Climbing  Rose 
„Rubin“.

The  opinion  of  Rose  growers  which  has 
been  uttered  very  offen,  that  from  the  glorious 
Crimson  Rambler  Rose  scarcely  ever  could 
proeeed  a  superior  novelty,  is  rendered  null 
and  void  by  tbe  introduction  of  this  new 
variety.  „Rubin“  is  a  sterling  novelty,  which 
deserves  a  front  rank  in  the  assortment  and 
is  worthy  strongly  to  be  recommended.  As 
regards  the  vigorous  growth  not  being  behiud 
Crimson  Rambler,  it  differs  from  the  latter 
through  the  brownishred,  strongly  thorned 
wood  and  the  darker  brownedged  foliage 
with  a  reddish  hue  at  the  reverse  of  the  leaves. 
But  of  a  striking  beauty  and  grace  are  its 
flowers,  which  are  produeed  in  large  loose 
clusters  profusely. 

Aside  of  the  beauty  of  the  whole  cluster, 
the  single  flower  in  itself  is  a  beauty;  it.  is 
somewh.it  larger  and  more  double  than  Crimson 
Rambler,  tliereby  of  a  wonderful  bright  ruby, 
wliicli  beautifully  contrasts  with  the  dark  ver- 
dure  of  the  foliage.  This  novelty  is  lilte 
„Leuchtstern“  perfectly  hardy  and  quite 
resistible  against  fungus  deseases.  „Rubin“ 
is  equally  valuable  either  as  a  climbing  rose, 
for  pillars  etc.  or  for  growing  as  Standard 
Roses  and  many  otlier  purposes. 

At  the  anniversary  meeting 
of  the  German  Rose  Society  at 
Gotha  1898  a  Certificate  of  merit 
has  been  awarded  to  this  novelty.
